In extension of my letter of January 1 in which I expressed 
agreement with the proposed formula for the transfer of the Foreign 
Intel I i gen oe Section of the Manhattan District to the Central Intel- 
ligence Group, I wish to advise you tirat I have di reted the transfer 
of the military and civilian personnel with the necessary working 
equipment and files be accomplished not later than Feb ruary 28. 

I find this necessary because of the requirement for adjust- 
ing the payment of the civilians In this group, as well as the need 
for providing suitable office space since they must vacate the space 
they now occupy not later than February 23. 

the Director of the Central Intelligence Group, Gene al Vancten- 
berg, advises me that the fllse of the Foreign Intelligence Section 
will continue to be available to Messrs. Wilson, Volpe, and Huddelson 
as long as they require aooess to them.
